— A fire which 
pioniisos to be the most disastrouM 
L^'nii ever experienced, started at noon 
to-ilay in tho boilor-rooni of a fiiur-stoiy 
wooden building on Altniouut street. 
Liofore the firemen arrived tliu whole 
structure whs ahliixe. 'I'hn lire was 
soon lieyoud uoutiol and coniniiiiiicatcd 
to and dostroyeil ,1.0. Honiiett and Bar- 
nott's largo four-story wooden factory; 
the Consolidated Adjustable Shoe Com- 
pany; Florimond Sc Mower's shoe ninnu- 
facUiry of lino grade shoo leather, (1. 
Hand uiul J.W. liennett & Co.'s slipper 
iiiui.ufactory. At l'_';2() the lire had 
spread rajiidly. The ilaniea croasoil ('en- 
tral aveiiiio and .Siko's corner caught 
lire. A largo wooden building facing 
Central ,S(iuaro, in wliicli is located llie 
Daily liee, next caught, and the cinilers 
crossing Central Square soon ignited the 
Killer lilock, in wliicli are tho Western 
Union 'I'olegraph otnco, and 0. N. Pack- 
er & ("o. , shoe iiiunufacturerB. At 12:40 
the ilanies connnunicated to a large 
wooden building at Picke's corner, oc- 
cupied by G. 0. Falls, candy inanufao- 
tiu-er, the Sunday News, Morning News, 
and Daily Item. At 12:45 the Daily 
Press building caught fire and tlio flames 
rapidly burned their way toward Rail- 
way avenue. At 12:50 a strong wiuil 
eomnuinicvtcd the Hames to a new brick 
occupied liy M. Cumer & Co, ^ 

At :< p.m. the fire crossed the Boston 
and Alutiie tracks, and tlio central 
depota were mi lire. One man was 
killed by falling timbers. At this hour 
tlie tire was raging worse than over, and 
another call for belp'waa sent out. At 
p.m. tlie lire had burned over half 
a mile square, and was gaining strength 
every niiniite. At4.i5p.ni. the Boston 
tire dopurtiiiont was telephoned to for 
two lire boats and mnrc engines.

I..VNN, Miisrt., Xi)v. 'Jli. - The most 
(lisastious lii'i! ever known here lias lii-eii 
raging since 1 1 o'clock this iiioiniiig, ile- 
stioying many valuable buildings. The 
loss will e.veecd a million dollars. Fire- 
men arc blowing up buildings iu hopes 
of checking tho progress of the tire. 
A boiler blew un in a building 
on Market street, ana it is reported that 
four men were killed. At 4 p. m. the 
tire was still raging ami burning in the 
direction of the water front, sweeping 
everything before it. There are several 
i'e|K>rta of men being buriiod, but no 
bodies have been recovered us yet. The 
military eoinpaiiies of Lynn, i^aleni, and 
other placca in the iiniiiediate vicinity 
arc guaiiiiiig the streets, which are 
tilled with people who have been burned 
out of house and homo and have lost 
everything. Steamers are still arrividg 
from places between Lynn uiid lloston.

From 10 o'clock when the Court of 
Assize opened yesterday, until 7 in tho 
evening the spectators' gallery and . the 
lloor of-thrd6urt'!i«diVij^el'd^,-^^"^^^ intei'- 
cated aiidieucerwholfnianifested' a keen 
interest in the'somewliat lengthy case 

of ^V^^'MVirfi. 

REO, Y. KLAMOEUO. 

(Before Sir M. B. Hoghlo, C. J.) 

This was a charge of larceny brought 
by Dr. Lindsay Fred. Uickson, of Cow- 
ichau, against one Anna Klamberg, for 
some time employed as governess in com- 
plainant's family. 

Deputy Attorney-General Irving ap- 
peared tor the Crown, while the inter- 
ests of the defence were represented by 
Mr. (;. K. Pooley, Q. C, and Mr. F. G. 
Walker. 

A plea of "not guilty" having been 
recordeil, the following jury was ini- 
jiannelled to hear the evidence in the 
case : K. Ksuouf, (foreman), .John 
Holland, (ieorge Winter, Wni. Pether- 
ick,,,S. Sea, Joseph Beck, Thinnas At- 
kins, Wm. 1). Kinnaird, Henry Creech, 
E. \V. Spencer, Robert Greig and 
lleiuy Howard. 

1 >i: I..iiidsay Fred. Dickson was the 
lirst witiiuss called. He deposed to 
being a retired surgeon of the Indian 
army, now li\-ing at Cowichan. Recog- 
nized the accused who forsonietiiue filled 
the position of governess in his family. 
.She came out from England under agree- 
ment in January, 1888. (Agreement 
proiluced in which Miss Klamberg en- 
gaged to faithfully perform tho duties of 
governess to Ur. Dickson's family and 
to help Mrs. Dickson with the house- 
vsoi k for three years, receiving the sum 
of liO u'uinuas a year. In the event of 
her leaving before the expiration of the 
three years she was to forfeit 35 guineas 
of wages.) 

Continuing, witness said he dismissed 
Miss Klamberg in June last, telling her 
that she had been robbing him all 
along. She made no defence to the 
charge, but asked him not to disgrace 
her before her family. Was present 
when Mrs. Dickson opened Miss Klam- 
berg's boxes in Victoria and found a 
piece of music belonging to Miss Dick- 
son and a pair of drawers belonging to 
Mrs. Dickson. Was not present when 
Mr?. Dickson taxed Miss Klamberg with 
stealing and compelled her to open her 
trunk. This was at Cowichan. 

( 'ross-exaniiiied by Mr. Pooley: Miss 
Klamberg came to \\a well recommend- 
ed. She remained here with my family 
from July, 188S, tillJune of this year. 
Have never heard that Miss Klamberg 
complained of missing articles from her 
Ikdx while it was at my house in 
Victoria. In May, 1889, came down 
to Victoria while accused was still in 
Cowichan. ,She asked permissiou to 
come down to ilie city but it was re- 
fused. Mrs. Dickson had a key made 
to open Miss Klamberg's box, as we 
conld not Iind a key that would unlock 
it. My wife hud found other articles in 
her po.ssession. Mrs. Dickson openeil 
Miss Klamberg's box in my presence, 
;iinl we found the things produced in 
court. Before Miss Klamberg left the 
house her boxes were not packed. They 
were left in Mrs. Dickson's charge in 
Victoria. The boxes were not out of 
our custody except when they were in 
transit by rail from Victoria to Cow- 
iuliaii. At (.'owicban niy wife told Miss 
Klamberg thai she bad secured evidence 
that she had stolen certain 
articles belonging to her (Mrs. Dickson). 
She deiiianded that Miss Klamberg open 
her box and she did. I was not present 
when the articles were produced in the 
presence of Miss Klamberg. I am sure 
the music "Sylvia" was taken from 
Miss Klamberg's box. After dismissing 
.Miss Klamberg, I told her she could 
stay till the next stage. I was that 
kind to her. .She did not profess in- 
dignation when accused of stealing. 
.She otfered no dofeiuc, and only begged 
not to be sent away. At lhat thne I 
owed her 3 months' wages. We had no 
agreement with regard to monthly pay- 
ments. I pay all my debts, and have 
.S4,ll<l(l in the bank here. I instituted 
tlie.iu proceedings before J heard that 
Miss Klamberg was taking action for 
defamation of character. Miss Klam- 
berg was (jruol to my children. 1 know 
Harry Lewis. I at one time forbade 
liiin the house, but he is now living 
with mo. 

To the Counsel for the Crown — I was 
not present when the cast-iron agree- 
ineut was signed. I hud it drawn in 
England by a legal friend. I merely 
wished to have it binding so that she 
couldn't many or anything and leave 
me in the lurch after nie paying Ji.'t,') for 
her passage. Miss Ivlainliprg was abus- 
ive to the children. My wife had a key 
made to lit Misa Ivlaiiiberg's trunk, with 
my knowledge. 

Mrs. Dickson, sworn, said that while 
Miss Khimberk was in her employ thoy 
iiiis.sed certain things. Suspicion at- 
tached to her shortly after the family 
returned from Cowicliaii. She was left 
in charge of the house at 1 Ricliardsou 
street. Never suspected her until some 
of ber (witness') things wore found in 
her possession. ,Showud Miss iClani- 
luTg things accidentally found in her 
drawers. She denied it, and accused 
.Miss Dickson of putting tho .'rticles 
there to get her into trouble, ami said 
that she was a wicked ^irl. There was 
a little scene. Miss Dickson and Miss 
Klamberk went up - to Cowichan in 
.Marcii. She then took up only a por- 
tion of her tliiiigH. Miss Klamberg left 
her bojtes, two of them, at the Victoria 
house. (Numlierof pairs of stockings 
produced and identified as belonging to 
wil uess's children, and found in ao- 
i:used's riiimi). Miss Klamberg aocusod 
Miss Dickson of stealing from her. 
Found certain things in Miss Klam- 
berg's box while. she was in Cowichan. 
A very few days after tho family hod 
been in Cowichun, asked Miss Klam- 



bore to open her box, and sho did so. 
Took out tho musioand another article. 
Miss Klamberg refused to give up the 
music. Said it was hers. Identified 
the stockings (previously referred to) by 
some not very neat mending that had 
been done by Miss Diokson. Miss 
Klamberg always wore stockings of her 
own kidtting. Tho underwear found in 
AlisH Klamberg's trunk she recognized 
by the Indian embroidering as her own. 
Never gave Miss Klamberg any stock- 
ings or clothes, 'I'be largest of the 
stockings produced wore her (witness') 
size. They were much too large for 
Miss Klamberg. (Clove stretclier pro- 
duced.) 'I'his was found in Miss Klam- 
berg's cupbourd, unlocked, and it first 
attracted suspicion to her. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pooley : Miss 
Klamberg first came to us for about one 
week iu England. When she came to us 
here she lirought good testimonials. 
In liei' room nt No. 1 Richardson street 
the children slept, and the room was 
also a sewing room. Tho cupboard in 
which the stockings were found was not 
locked. Miss Klamberg lent Miss Uick- 
son a belt, and aftei warils w'i'ote for it, 
as well as a little book and some black 
lace that hnd been packed up accident- 
ally among other things,. (Another 
pair of stockings produced, which wit- 
ness said looked remarkably like some 
she lost. She did not claim tho stock- 
ings, however. 

His Lordship — AVhose stocking are 
these? 

Counsel for the Crown — Mr. Pooloy's! 
Mr. I'ooley— No, your lordship, they 
are not mine. Unfortunately my foot is 
not small enough to go into one of these. 

His Lordship — Who produces the 
stockings '! 

Mr. Irving — Mr. Pooley. 
ili.i Lordship — Then they are Mr. 
I'ooley's stockings ! (General smile.) 

Witness, continuing, said that Mias 
Klamberg bud complained that her 
boxes had been opened. His keys were 
always left around until she made this 
complaint. Miss Klamberg asked to 
be iillowed to come down and pack up 
her things, but permission had been re- 
fused. Ifad a key made and opened ber 
box hoping to Hnd many articles that 
had been missed from the house. Only 
found the piece of music and article of 
underwear. She had carried out the 
other things. There was a Chinaman 
emjiloyed at the house but he was par- 
ticularly honest, Miss Klamberg was 
only away alone for aliont three hours 
to her (witness') knowledge during all 
the time she was employed. The cliild- 
reii saiil that she used to go out at 
Cowichan and stay out till midnight. 
Did not know of this from ber own 
knowleilgo. Had had a key made and 
opiMied Mis:i Klabmorg's box. 
Afterward told her that she 
had opened the box and found 
the things. If she had not found the 
things would possibly not have told 
Mi.ss Klamberg that she looked into her 
boxes. When Miss Klamberg was dis- 
missed she begged on her knees not to 
be sent away. She afterwards walked 
a way from the house, twenty-one miles, 
ather than wait in the house for the 
next stage. Told several people about 
Miss Klamberg's stealing from her; she 
uiiilerstood Miss Klamberg iiad been 
spreading reports about her. Also took 
from Jliss Klambeig's box a lace veil 
and some paper that Miss Klamberg had 
not yet paid for. Misa Klamberg re- 
ceived her pay regularly every month. 

To Mr. Irving — Told Mrs. John 
Trutch that she suspected Miss Klam- 
berg some time before information in 
this case was laid. The Chinaman had 
no access to the upstairs, unless Miss 
Klamberg allowed him to go up. 
The court adjourned for luncheon. 

AFTKBXOON 8ES8IO.V. 

('ourt re-opened at 2 o'clock. 
Mrs. Dickson was recalled, and a post 
card was placed in evidence, written by 
Miss Klamberg to identify her hand- 
writing. 

Miss Madeline Lindsay Dickson, 
sworn; said that she did not suspect 
Miss IClamberg until certain articles 
were found in her d.awcr that didn't 
belong to her. That was about Christ- 
mas time. The drawer was not locked. 
In this drawer there were also a pair of 
my gloves and a veil of Mrs. Dickson's, 
The drawer was used by Misa Klam- 
berg. When spoken to about these 
thinks, Mins Klamberg said that I had 
put them there. I had not. I went up 
to (Jowichan Lake witi- Miss Klamberg 
on April 1st, 1889. While we were 
there mama wrote from Victoria asking 
Miss Klamberg to send down her keys. 
She showed me the letters, and said she 
wouldn't send her keys as Mrs. Dickson 
couldn't pack her things properly. Was 
present at Cowichan \vlieu the gray box 
was opened. Two vails were found. 
No music was found then. I know 
nothing about the finding of the music, 
or the stockings, or the under garments. 
Remember a conversation about a piece 
of musio culled " Silvia"; there were 
present Messrs. Johnson, Lewis, Brah- 
niu, Miss Klamberg and witness. Miss 
Klamberg said she wished she had it. 
Mrs. Dickson afterwards found the 
niusi: in Miss Klamberg's box, and I 
went to her and asked her for it. She 
refused to give it up, saying her sister 
gave it to her. Dr. Dickson 
also demanded that she give it up, but 
she still refused. Ho then got angry 
and told her she had better go. She 
went Hway about an hour afterwards, 
walking. .She prayed and begged not 
to be sent away. Her words were ; 
"Oh, please. Doctor Dickson, don't send 
me away; don't send mo away like this 
and disgrace me to niy family." (Musio 
produced and identilied as the piece left 
beliind by Miss Klamberg when she loft 
Cowichan). I recognize these black silk 
stockings (produced) as my own. 
(After examination) I know them by 
the moiidiiig. Miss Klamberg always 
wore stockings of her own knitting. 
Our family stockings wero always mark- 
ed in red cotton. 

The remainder of the direct examina- 
tion was unimportant. 

To ^If, Pooley — I did not see niy 
aunt sign the music, I know the "E. 
B. McI." was in her writing. The room 
in which the gloves and scent bottle 
were found wan a common one. Miss 
ivhimberg accused me of opening her 
box. I dill not open it. I couldn't. I 
did lint try. Mama had to have a key 
made to open it. Wu had u Chinaman 
ill the bouse. He used to go upstairs to 
clean the rooms. The conversation in 
regard to tho music occurred at Cowich- 
an in May. Miss Klamberg never told 
iiie she had had the music ",Sylviu" and 
lost it. Did not see anything lint the 
veils taken from Miss Klamberg's box 
at Cowichan. Miss Klamber« wont 
away alioiit one hour after siie was 
dismissed. Shu did not deny stealing 
when she was disiiiissod. Never heard 
Miss Klaiiiherg say that sho had lost a 
pair of stockings, and afterwards found 
them with mine. Oh, yes, sho did, and 
I did fiud them. They wore woolen 
ones though. (Sensation.) Sho didn't 
accuse me of stealing them. Perhaps 
she put them there. She told Mr. John- 
son I stole from her. 

Haliburton iTobnson, sworn — Was in 
X'iuiin ia ill January this year, and saw 
music produced at Dr. Dickson's house 
here. Was present when Miss Diokson 
asked Misa Klamberg for her music, and 
Miss Klamberg refused to return it. 
Also heard higli words passed lietween 
Dr. Dickson and Miss Klamberg, 

Cross-examined by Mr, Pooloy-"! was 
not expecting to be called as a witness. 
Consulted with no one. Told neither 
Dr. nor Mrs. Dickson nor anyone else

THE NMW WESTMINSTER 
ELECTION. 

Tlie election contest tliat has just 
closed iu Now W'estniiiiater allows that 
a very great ch>inge has taken place in 
that city suico the general election in 
ijepteniber, 1880. Then tlio Goveinnieut 
had hardly a corporal'a guard of sup- 
porters iu the city. The Opposition 
candidate was returned by a aweepiux 
majority. He polled very nearly dve 
votes to the tiovernmeut candidate's one. 
Three years have passed and the posi- 
tion of parties in New Weatniiiister is 
completely reversed. In November, 
1889, the Opposition felt themselves 
BO weak in New Westminster that tliey 
did not venture to contest the city. 
Tiiey knew that they stood no chance, 
and they wisely concluded not to e.\- 
pose tiinir weakness. All the candidates 
for nomination professed to be in favoi 
of the Government, and the two gentle- 
men who were nominated were both 

. supporters of Mr. Uobson'a Ad- 
ministration. It will be hard to 
find ' the record of so complete a 
change of sentiment in any ;proviucc of 
the Dominion. The change was brouglit 
about in a perfectly legitimate way. 
The Government u.sed no elfort.s to gain 
over the constituency of New Westmin- 
ster. This city was not nursed by either 
of the candidates, and it was not the 
recipient of undue or unusual favors 
from the Government. The electors 
had watclied tho Government closely. 
They saw tluit the only object of its 
members was to administer the affairs 
of the province iu the wiay most .condn- 
oiye to the welfare of, its' induliitants. 
They observed that it' had the courage 

"aiiid the ability to carry out what it pro- 
posed to do, and tlioy also observed that 
its bitterest oppoiieiita did not venture 
to cast even a suspicion on its integrity. 
Seeing that the Government was,. both 
capable and honest the electors of New 
Weatminster.-with' singdlur luonimityj 
concluded to giv^ it theii-' support.'' The 
election of Monday is teatimony of the 
strongest kind in favor of tlie present 
government and its immediate prede 
cesser. It shows the value which the 
people of Britbh' Columbia set upon 
honest government. 

And the change which has taken 
place in New Westminster is going oi 

■ in all parts of the province. The peo 
pie have not been blind to the ell'orts 
which tho Governnieiit have been iiiak 
ing to extend to them all the udvaii 
tages which a provincial government is 
capable of conferring upon them. Gen 
tlemcn who were prejudiced against 
members of the Government have seen 
that there were no grouiida for theii 
unfavorable opinion, and tliey commend 
them now as loudly and as emphatically 
as they condemned them throe years 
ago. The change that has been goini; 
on is patent to tho moat superficial ob 
server. The indications are that if the 
Government continue iu the course they 
have been pursuing for the past tlir 
years— and it la curtain tliat they will 
they will be returned with increased 
strength at the next general election. 
^^'hy should they not? They have all 
their old friends, and the Opposition, as 
in New Westminster, see it to be their 
interest and their duty to give tliein 
their support. 



THE ANTJ-t^LJ VEFY CONVEN 
TION. 

An Anti-Slavery Convention was 
opened in Brussels on the ISth inslimt. 
Its object is to suppress the slave trade 
in Africa. It is attended by delegates 
from Great Britain, the United States, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Belgium, 
Denmark, Spain, France, Italy, Holland, 
Persia, Portugal, Norway, Sweden, Tur- 
key and (ho Corigo Free State. Tlie 
moving spirit of the agiUitiou is Car- 
dinal Lavichrie. We do not see that he 
ia pfesent in the body at tho Conven- 
tion, but he was the cause of its beinj; 
convened and tho delegates will endea- 
vor to find meauB to carry out tho hu- 
mane scheme which the good Cardinal 
has iio much at heart. 

It is only lately that tho world has 
become aware of tho full extent of the 
African slave trado anil of the horrible 
barbarities practised by tho Arab slave 
hunters. It is propoiicd to attack the 
evil at its source. Hitherto tho atten- 
tion of those engaged in the auppresHion 
of tho slave trade has been occupied in 
preventing slaves being conveyed by 
soa to foreign countrien. Tiieso efforts 
have been only partially successful. Tho 



their routes in the interior and to make 
'(heirbuainesu both daiigorous and unpro- 
fitable. Cruisers are to be placed on 
the Congo and its tributaries to inter 
cupt the slave traders before tliey reiUih 
tho sea. It will require moiu'y and great 
self-aucrifico on the part of cr)uragei)u 
and enterprising man to carry out the 
Cjardinal's plana for the oomplete sup- 
pression of the trade in human ilosh 
liiid blood ; but we believe thut; it will 
bo done. Africa is to-day the grea|t 
'iold for the energies of tho restless 
spirits of the civilized world. Its capii- 
liiiities are only now beginning to bo 
known. The interior, of Africa is far 
from being the barren, uninhabitable de- 
sert which it was supposed to be not 
nuny years ago. Tho explorations of 
I'ark, Livingstone, Stanley, Butler, 
.Spekc, Einiii Paslia and many others 
have shown that a great part of it is a 
rich country, watered by magnificont 
lakes, in which great rivers take their 
rise. This country is capable of being 
the abode of civilized men and of yield- 
ing in abundance many valuable pro- 
ducts. Tlie nii8si(uiary has already 
penetrated fur into tiie interior and the 
trader will soon follow him. 'The Arab 
merchant will, before very long, have 
for a competitor the whito trader from 
I he west, and when the caravan will be 
superseded by tho railroad ia only a 
ipiestion of time. When that time 
,;omes — and the Brussels Convention will 
probably hasten it — the Arab slave- 
hunter will probably find his occupation 
•,'1)110. lIo must either lidopt u 
legitimate trade or take himself o(l'. No 
one will regret his departure for, if all 
.iccounts are true, he is in Central Af- 
rica an unmitigated curse. 

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

The question of corporal puniabmeht 
iu schools is again up for disdussion. 
There is always a good deal of bxaggera' 
tion about the' frequency of punishment 
lud t!iu eonsoqueiieea it produces. It is 
111)1 .safe to place iniiilicit coiitideiicc 
what children say about the puiiishnientM 
inllicted on tlieni in school. When they 
tind u aympathisiiiji listener many of 
them will tell very pitiable tales and 
lead the compassionate and indignant 
listener to believe that they havo suffer- 
ed cruel torture. When the matter is 
enquired iuto, the punishment, in nine 
cases out of ten, has not been ati all too 
severe for the nature of the offence. 

There is a good deal of aickly senti- 
mentality abroad with respect to cor- 
poral punishment and its consequences, 
riiere are times when a. sound whipping 
is the most etlicaoious of punishments. 
There are some children whoso moral 
sense can be reached in no other way, 
Reasoning is thrown away on them. 
It is not understood, and it ii 
interpreted by the violator of 
rules and regulations, and tl 
disturber of order as being a confession 
of weakness. AppeaU to honor, we are 
gi Hived to say, very f;-.-ij....ul!y go iu at 
one c-vr and nut at tho other. The young 
rebel may at the moment be honest and 
sincere when he promises to be u better 
boy and never to do it again, but when 
the hour of temptation conies he forgets 
his promises and his good resolutions. 
Knn»-ing that the worst that can befall 
him if he is found out, is a lecture and 
some little extra task or deprivation, he 
repeats the otrence with, it may be, iig 
uravatious. If he knew that a thrash 
ing awaited him if he offended again he 
would think twice before he yielded to 
temptation. 

A great deal has been said about the 
degrading and demoralizing influences 
of corporal punishmrnt. But doeis it 
degrade? Did Solomon, when he en- 
joined upon thd parent not to spare the 
rod, advise those who respect his coun 
sel to brutalize their children ? We 
think not. Our fathers and our grand' 
fathers wore as manly, as honorable and 
as spirited in every way as the young 
men now growing up are likely to be 
and yet they were whipped for school 
oti'ences. Anthony Trollope, in bis very 
interesting and edifying autobiography, 
speaking of his, school days, : fifty y^ra 
or so ago, said of his masters: 

"It WM by tlicir ferules that I always 
knew tliein and they mo. I feel con- 
\ iiiocd in niy mind that I have been 
Hogged oftener than any human being 
ilive. It was just possible to obtain 
iive scouigings in ono day at Winches- 
ter, and 1 have often boasted that I ob 
tained them all. Looking Wck over 
half a century I am not quite siire 
whether the boast is true; but if I did 
not, nobody ever did. " 

These floggings did not make Trollope 
a brutal man. He was ' very much the 
reverse. It must not be tlionght that 
we advocate an e.ycessivc or even an 
habitual use of the rod in schools. 
We believe that the less punishment of 
any kind there is in tho school the bet- 
ter, and we believe, too, that the more 
etiicient the teacher the less need will 
there be of punishments. He or she will 
keep tlie chililreii too busy to think 
of mischief. But we would not 
denounce the teacher as unfit for his pcj- 
3-tion because he finds it necessary, now 
and again, to resort to corporal punish- 
ment. The boat teachers that we ever 
knew felt that they could not do with- 
out it, and we liave heard of punish- 
ments; inflnitely more demoralizing to 
both the child chastised and the child-, 
ren who witnessed the chaatisemeiit, 
that wore iiotcorporul. A little physical 
pain when it is deserved docs not hurt the' 
moral nature of the child, Init being 
belli up to the whole school as a monster 
of wickedness or as a fearful example of 
liunmn depravity, gives deep and last- 
ing pain, and lowers his self-respect 
.vliilo it cultivates a phariaaical apirit 
in the children who are called upon to 
join in the condemnation. 

This matter of school punielimcnta is 
mc in which appeal should first be 
made to the school trustees or whoever 
they are who are entrusted with the 
management of tho schoola. Enqujries 
ould be quietly made aa to the prno- 
lice of the teai'lier complained of. If u, 
is found that be has been in the habit 
of punishing too severely and of using 
corporal punishment for trivial offences, 
he should bo admonished, and if on 
further trial it ia found that ho cannot 
control his temper, he should b« given 
to understand that ho liaa mistaken his 
ing, and that ho had botirir look out 
lor another occupation. The whole in- 
vestigation should be done q.^ietly and 
with as little publicity us possible, for 
it ia not wise to encourogo every rehel- 



m»y be, he is horribly ill-used. It is 
surpriiln^jf how quickly he will assume 
tlite air. of a iwu-tyr.' 'and do hia l«8t to 
get thi^jtM^l^r, wI;o, it may be did not 
g^ve hlnijlialf ' as tinuoh «a ho deserved, 
into trouble. 

We cannot clone this article with- 
out saying a word or two about 
expelling pupils who cannot bo made 
amenable to school discipline without 
the infliction of corporal punishnienc. 
We believe that the school nianagoivi 
who expel a boy without liaving tried 
all possible means to reform him, do 
liiiiva very great, perhaps an irre|)arublc 
injury." T^e boy.'whp, )ia expelled 101108 
self-roapcoV ' inil ' Bblf-'coufi^eAoe. He 
soon gets to have the same opinion cf 
hiinsulf that others have of . him. He 
feels that he is not fit to usaociuto with 
decent people, and he bccuines reckless 
itiid is a hopeless reprobate before he iei 
out of hl^ilieens., It.' jyhen a "bad boy" 
13 going to. school, ho is found to be of 
the kind whom a flogging eun influence, 
let him be flogged, and let him bo mudo 
to feel that ho will be Hogged and 
dogged severely us often aa he coninut.s 
certain offences. That boy may live to 
bless tlie discipline, severe as it was, 
that saved him from ruin. To give him 
up and to deularu him unfit to uss'iciate 
with other boys before everything tliat 
can bo done to keep him in the proper 
path is done, ia woukncss that, in onr 
tipiniou, an«Mi)!itA tu WioUeUnettS. Give 
the,"b»d .boy''.a chance-;— every chance, 
inhere may be, niul there often is, the 
making of a good man in him. 

In speaking of punishments wo wish 
it to be clearly understood that we 
regard it as wanton and senseless cruelty 
to punish a child with the strap or in 
any other way for being dull. The 
teacher that cannot distinguish be- 
tween want of capacity and idleness is 
not tit for liis business. 



HIGHLY IMPROPER. 

It was highly improper for the public 
lo make a demonstration in the 
Cuurt-rooni yesterday. Those who 
iisscmblo to hear ,|^the^trials sliould 
observe proper decorum. The majesty 
of the law demands it, and the dig- 
nity of the court requires it. The 
decision of judges and the verdict of ju- 
ries, us well as the speech of counsel, 
should be heard in respectful silence. 
The Court-room, while the judjges are 
on the bench, is no place for outbursts 
of applause. We are not surprised that 
His Honor the Chief Justice was indig- 
nant yesterday and that lie considered 
it his duty to rebuke those who joined 
in the demonstration of approval of the 
verdict of thtfjuryyai^yerely. . But there 
are inipropritiea. which are creditable to 
those who are guilty of them. When 
men's hearts ' compel them to dis- 
regard the proper restraints of etiquette 
it may be one's duty to h.'ctnre them, 
but it ia very hard to coudemu them. 
When the men in the court yesterday 
saw a woman, defenceless and a stranger, 
freed from the toils of the law which 
had been wound round her, it is not 
surprising that they felt pleased, and if 
they did wrong in giving expression to 
their feelings when they did and in the 
way they did,';'we^ cannot honestly say 
that we ^doni^ii respect them for having 
oonimitted the offence. It ,was not a 
cose of contempt of court. Quite the 
reverse. But the ilelini|iients must not 
forgot their good inaiiiiera again. \Ve 
trust that it will be very long indeed 
before they will have so good un ciciise 
for cheering in court as they hud y 
terduy.

The gentleman in ques- 
tion, who went under the assumed 
name of Brunt, waa none other than u 
refugee from what is knomi in Europe 
as Russian justice. 

Eighteen years ago Brunt was the edi- 
tor of a newspaper in Riisaia, He was 
not a Nihilist or anything ho violent, 
but professed only a mild form of Liber- 
alism, His views, at all events, as ex- 
nressed in bis paper, displeased the 
Govonmient, and for the odence he wiis 
sentenced for life in Siberia, Eor six 
years ho waa in solitary confinement. 
After that be whs twelve years ou parole 
going from place to place. lloing 
a doctor of medicine, at first he 
was enabled to earn a pittance by 
practiaing this profession whenever op- 
portunity oll'oied, hut the fact being 
discovered, even llmt solatium was de- 
nied hini, and he was not allowed to re- 
main long enougli at one station to make 
money. .Some time ago he mot three 
American centloinen who were travel- 
ling thiough Siberia, and they udvisod 
him to escape, which, after calculating 
the chances m'cII, ho undertook and ac- 
complished successfully. At the sea 
coast ho found a British ship and ox- 
niained the circumstances to tliuotBuors. 
lie was taken on board and landed ut 
Nagasaki. There his passage was paid 
ou the Rataviu by now found friends.

Fraiioia Bruiiia.li, sworn, said lie was 
an Kngliali solicitor, and on first coming 
to this country spent some time with 
Dr. Dickson at ('owiclian. RelnteJ the 
story in regard to the ooiiver-sution about 
the pieoe of iuu«ic called ".Sylvia." 

'I'd Mr, Pooley -1 am very fond of 
uiu.sic-, don't you know, but I cannot 
l.lay. 

riiu Crown liero rested their c.vae. 
.Sir, I'ooley suiinnariaed the defence, 
saying that the music and the stockings 
wcru the property of Mias Klainberg, as 
wore also tlio veils. The drawers she 
did not claim, and as soou a.s alic was 
shown them in tihe box — how they got 
there ahe did not know — she at once re- 
burned them to Mrs. Dickson. 

Arthur Keaat waa first sworn : He 
saitl that as registrar of the county court 
be hail the original auimiioiis in the 
case of Miss Klamberg v. Dr. Diekaon, 
(which ho proiluced. ) Appended were 
till! particulars of the clai in for wages, 
and for (Iniiiagea arising from wrongful 
dianiiaaal. 

^Ime. Koaohe deposed to living in 
Victoria and following the occupation of 
ladies' hairdresser. First saw Miss 
Klamberg when she catne to the store 
to get the children's hair dressed. Saw 
hor aguin afterwards several times be- 
fore slie went up to Cowichan. Only 
once she came alone and stayed for 
altout two hours. She liked to 
come and talk Gorman. It was 
the first time she had heard her native 
tongue since she left Germany. Miss 
l\laml)crg stayed with her for about 
four months, after Dr. Dickson dis- 
missed her. She hod no where else to 
stay. When she got her trunks from 
Cowichan her clotlics were till mixed 
up. We had a conversation about 
stockings, and I went with her to The 
Westsiile and bought some. (Identified 
stockings proihiced.) 

His Lordahip -- Let me see those 
stockings. (IJijneral .smile.) 

Witness -Continuing, Miss Klam- 
berg liiui a very small fool. I afler- 
wiirds bought lier some other Btookinga, 
a little larger. The atoekings here arc 
not like the stockings of the Old Coun- 
try. Tlicy are not shaped the same for 
the k-i;, and so she Imil to get a size 
larger to get them to fit. 

The cross exaininEition failed to shake 
Mine. Koscho'a testimony. 

Carl Kosche sworn, guve evidence of 
getting from the post office a parcel 
(produced) in the latter purl of June. 
It wan addrenaed to Miss Klamberg and 
came from Cermauy, 1'hlH parcel con- 
tained veils. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Irving, the 
witness said that he did not think these 
samples of veiling ctiine fiuin the nam 
piece as one produced hy the Counsel 
for tho Crown, 

Mr. Irving— Would you not be sur- 
prised to hear that Mrs. Dickson had 
sworn they were from the sanie piece. 

Witness (mildly) — Oh, no, I wouldn't 
be surpriaeil at anything ! (Laughter.) 

Mrs. John 'I'rutcli auiil that she knew 
Miss Klamberg, Knew her well, and 
liked her better the more she knew her. 
Miss Klamberg has beea teaching her 
child for the past two months. Sho was 
very kind, and the child was very fond 
of hor. Had examined Miss Klamberg's 
wardrobe. It was a good one. From 
her knowledge of Miaa Klumberg, could 
not l)elieve her guilty of the crime of 
which she wiis ai'ciiseil. Had every eon 
tideiiee in lier, 

.James I''ell, awoni — My name ii 
.lames, — James I'ell, (<;eiieral aiiiile, ) 
Recalled conversation with Halibiirtoii 
.loliiiBoii on Sntiinliiy hint. 

A. P. Lux Ion, articled clerk for 
Uavie it I^ooiey, ,said that he received 
iii8truction,i to proceed in tho suit of 
Klamberg v. Diek.snn on June /5, 

Thos. Kmie, D.L.S. , recognizeil Mi»s 
ICIanibarg. At presetit she was living 
in hia house as lady help. (Music pro- 
duced). Recognized this writing on tho 
iiiUHie ua .Mi«a Klamburg's. 

Mr, Pooley, in addressing tlie jury, 
referred to tho painful nature of the 
case, a uaso that had been brought 
against a young woman who came out 
liere to niako her hnine with tlioau 
whom ahe believed to bo frieniln, Tlicy 
firat began to take awuy her eliaiactor 
by talking to outside frieiida. No accu- 
sution was iiiado against Mias Klnniherg 
until sho WUH at Cowichan, They 
would not allow Jliss Klainberg to come 
down to Victoria, but went to a lock- 
aniitli in this city in ber absoiico and 
had u false key made, with which they 
surreptitiously ' opened her boxes, and 
discovered missing articles on the top, 
which Miss Klamberg donics put- 
ting there, Nor was she present 
wiien tht-y were found there, When 
tho accuBcil, Mias Khimhcrg, — a true, 
high spirited gill, tho honest ring of 
whose voice would convince anyone that 
alio was fur above tho canindssioii nf tliu 
oriine with which she was oharged— was 
taxed with theft by Br,' Diokson, what 
did she do? Sho vouUl not remain 
anollier hour in the company of her 
former employer. No, she walked 
twenty-one niiles to the Btiilioii rather 
than wait in the house two d.iys to 
catidi the stage, rallier than remain in 
such company. Coming to Victoria she 
soon after ooiiimeiiecd proceedings for 
wii^^ca due and dcfainntion of character, 
Dr, Dickson heard of the notion alie had 
taken, at onee luiil tlie inforiinitioii in 
thcae criminal piooeeilings and tied 
Miss ICIainberg's IiuiuIb, After iiiihdg- 
iiig ill tho oxatiihintioii uf Irt boxea by 
means of akeloton keys, he proceeds to 
strike her while her lmn<ls were tied 
and sho was dcfoncoleas. This was tho 
lino of conduct adopted by this honor- 
able Englishman — this ex-officer of the 
British army, (inuninir of appreciation 
from tho audienco.) 

His Lordship— Order in tho court. 

These people who do not feel usliatn- 
od of the use of false keys, but rather 
pride themselves on tlieir anmrincHs, 
Thesi! are the ones who brin)/ the charge 
Itgainat Mitt Klitinlierg. lu reganl to 



tho stockings; an nspert wda produced 
by tho prosecution who said that they 
were of English orCicrman manufucturo, 
but ;ouU1 i:,ut liud the niurkiiig wklcii 
he ivuM e.xpected to by the atto/ney for 
tlie prosecution. 

Tlie liulance of Mr. Pooley's iiiipua- 
sioned address was listened to with 
lireutliless uttcntiou, uiid ou its conclu- 
sion a torrent of appreciative applause 
rose from the audience. 

The court r'joiii waa [iroiiiptly cleared, 
and the down couusol suiiiined up his 
case brielly, presenting his f.icta clearly 
and forcibly. 

His lordship, in charging the jury, ad- 
vised them tu rid their minds of allseu- 
tiniont and carefully examine all the 
facts teudiug to show the guilt or inno- 
cence of the aoouaed. -Ho strougly cen- 
sured the action of Dr. and Mrs. Dick- 
son ill the use of the skeleton keys, 
while ho instructed the jury not to let 
theao circuniBtaiicea connect tlicmuulvea 
with the case. Every point in tho evi- 
dence was carefully noted by his loril- 
aliip, and the cuao was given into their 
hauda at l>:10 p. in, 

THK VKiiDitrr. 
At (1,1;") the jury announced tliat tboy 
had agreei.1 upon a verdict, and his 
Lordaliip again ascended the bench amid 
an intense silence, not a aoiiiul being 
heard from the spectators, who had 
ugain tilled every available apace on the 
floor and in the gallery, 

Tho juiy bavini; niiMwered to their 
liamea, the Clerk a.skcd of their foreman 
if they had agreed upon a verdict. 
"\\c have," was the reply. 
"What say you, guilty or not guilty?"

Altho' the room bud Vieeu previously 
cleared ou account of the feeling of the

"Order iu tho court ! Order in the 
court !" colled out tho ollicials, but their 
voices wore drowned in the goiicnil 
tumult. 

Am soon as the applause had sulisiiieii 
aulHciently for hiui to make liiniaelf 
heartl. His LorilHhip angrily addiesseil 
the apectators. .Said he: " 1 thought I 
ordered the court ulcared '! What do 
you mean, you miaendile fellows 
gathered there V Do you think the 
jury are at your beck and call ^ Do you 
think that it is anything to tliein tor a 
noisy mob to sit and howl at theiuV Do 
you think that because you sit und howl 
there justice will be done 1 You don't 
suppose that the yells and howls of fel- 
lows like you will make the jury' feel 
anything but indignation ? 'The pris- 
oner is discharged 1 " 

The court forthwith adjourned until 
10 a.m. to-day.

To TUK KlilTdH: — I iiuvur read a more 
uiirea9onal»le attack than that uii Tur 
ner, lleeton & Co. iu the Tiine.s of lasi 
evening. It abuses that tiini for its 
connection with a trade which tlicTiiiies 
itself, lus well us the whole of Victoria, 
favor. 

In (liscusaing this question ii will be 
necessary to separate that of coasting 
from that of carrying bondsd goods in 
foreign bottoms from foreign poits to 
Canadian ports. To tho coasting, no 
doubt, every sensible person in the 
country is opposed, una can only be 
justifioil in oases of emergency, aiich as 
saving life, goods, or ahi|)3, but the 
trade with tho Northern I'acitic Rail 
way, and tho landing of ^oods by its 
steamers at our wharves, is not coast- 
ing, but a necessary, legitimate trade, 
which we are not prepured to do fur 
ourselves. It is a trade which the 
people of Victoria desire and will have. 
In tho article in question tho Times ile- 
■ires.it also, but in the sunie lireath. 
informs us that we hwe u purely Can- 
adian line of communication, aud ao- 
cnaea Mr, Turner of lisloyulty for con- 
ducting the business of a rival line of 
communication. The whole article is a 
piece of malicious inconsistency. If we 
desire trade connections with tho Norih- 
eru Pacifio which we do there imisl be 
agents here, and why not Turner it 
Pjeeton, as well for those steamers a.s 
Ritliet for another line of American 
steamers ? 

The whole hlunie for the restrictive 
order rests with what I must call the 
meddleaoiiie Board of Trade. With the 
intention, no doubt, to do good, it is 
over-olhciou.H — rcsponaible to no one ~ 
self-constituted and representing no one. 
It usurps the functions of tho people'H 
representatives, gentlemen chnsi-n and 
elected to guard their iiitere.«ta. It un- 
dertakes to ileal with the most delicate 
unil iiiiportaiil imperial and other qiies 
tioiis over which it cannot possibly c.v- 
erciae any influence. Even in local 
ufTairs its blundering frequently results 
in mischief, of which I shall have mure 
to say at another time. 

Between the malice of tho Times und 
the would-be importance of tho irrp- 
sponsible Board of Trade, I uin sorry 
for the country.

\H. It lias all along virtually argued 
that a foreign vessel entering at a Hrit- 
ifih Colli nibia port and going to ii liini- 
l)cr mill or eiiniieiy to load cargo from 
thence for a foreign port doing a 
coiiHtiiig trade. No doubt all tlio lioys 
of Wharf Btreet or of the ivliole t<iwn 
know well that this ilediiition of coast- 
ing is wronn; t licy are all, in fact, much 
better iiifori.iecl on this Bubjuot than ia 
the Editor of the Times. 

As understood by the customs autlior- 
itics uf most countries, coasting is tliu 
carrying goodti or paasengors fioni one 
port or place ill 11 country to another 
port or place iu tbo same country, anil 
tliero lundinu; any or all of such passen- 
gers and freight. It is so dclined hy 
tho best uuthoritios. 

Under the very strictest intorprota- 
tion of the customs law the trade done 

a the Sound steamers iu transporting 
nadian bonded goods from Tacoina tu 
Victoria may bo denominated us coast- 
ing. These Canadian goods pass through 
tho United States in a' bonded car, the 
car, tlieroforu, represents a Cunudiaii 
bonded warehouse at Tocoinu--Iienec 
tlie goods contained therein should, 
under such an extroino reading of tlic 
law, bo transported to Victoria in ( 'aiia- 
diiin vessclH. It will be observed that 
the obnoxiouH order, as it is called, does 
not touch the case of certain foreign 
vessels entering ut one of our porta and 
proceeding to a cannery to load salmon 
lor a foreign port, this indeed i.s in no 
senso coaatinj;, if it were so, tlicii nii 
foreign vessel could enter at, say Vic- 
toria or Naniuino, and proceed to a 
lumber mill or coul mine or cannery and 
there take on a load for a foreign 
country. 

In tliese casos it ia at the option of 
tlic Collector to jnit a ('ustoin lloiiau 
oUioor on board the vessel, W Imt is he 
juit there for? Cortiiinly not to prevent 
our produce being tiikoii on board for 
export, but to see tlmt no freight ia 
taKon on board atone of our porta and 
discharged ut anothor, which would be 
coiiHting. The Collector may rcijuire 
each vessel after loading to return to 
the port entered ut to clear for abroad, 
or he may permit tho officer on board 
to grant the clearance without tho 
vessel returning to tho port of enti)'. 
But should tho veasol bo required to 
return to tho port of entry that would 
not aff«'!t the case, it would be a simple 
niittter for suoh • vessel lauding, say ou
